The Passing Show Side Glances — By George Clark

His head nearly severed from his body by 
machine gun fire directed by an officer of the 
R.C.M.P. aboard the police cutter Acadian, a 
young Nova Scotian boatman was slain in 
Canadian waters a few days ago. He was only 
30 years of age, but he had a wife and five 
young children to support, so 
he tried to earn a living run- 
ning liquor into Canada, for 
a liquor ring. 

It is to be hoped that this 
legal assassination will prove 
a lesson to others. The Bible 
says, “Thou shalt not kill.” 
But they didn’t know every- 
thing when the Bible was 
written. Since then the 
Divine law has been amended 
in spots. It is now perfectly 
legal to kill a brother man under certain cir- 
cumstances. 

One of the circumstances is if he is hard 
up, has a wife and five children to support, 
and cannot find honest employment, and tries 
to run a few cases of liquor into Canada to the 
financial detriment of (a) the Canadian dis- 
tillers and (b) the federal treasury. 

It has nothing to do with the harmful effects 
that liquor has upon the livers and lives of 
some people. The mandate to kill is based on 
loftier grounds. It affects revenue for (a) the 
distillers and (b) the treasury. 

I wouldn't like to be a young fellow of 30 
with a wife and five children to keep, unable to 
find honest employment, and driven by neces- 
sity to run cases of liquor into Canada for 
boot-leggers. Much less would I care to be a 
member of the R.C.M.P. delegated to decapitate 
with a machine gun any poor chap driven to 
make a living for his wife and children by 
running liquor into Canada to the financial 
detriment of (a) the Canadian distillers and 
(b) the Canadian treasury. 

Both are victims of the system that enables 
private manipulators of money and credit to 
bleed a nation till it is white and helpless so 
that young men who otherwise would be en- 
gaged in productive work, have to choose be- 
tween running liquor or joining Canada’s mili- 
tary police. 

Tl fares the land, to hastening ills a prey 

Where police accumulate and shoot to slay. 

Mr. R. T. Elliott, K.C. of Victoria, in an 
article in the Bulletin a week ago, said that 
coasting vessels in large numbers, and indus- 
trial plants in all the seaports would use Al- 
berta coal if it could be delivered at tidewater 
at competitive prices. Why is it not done? 

A cent a gallon tax on fuel oil was imposed 
by British Columbia last October—equal to a 
20 per cent ad valorem tax. But what is needed 
is a radical cheapening of the freight rate on 
coal to Vancouver and to intermediate points. 

The rate on coal to Vancouver from points 
on the Coal Branch is $3.90 a ton. The distance 
is 600 miles. 


Wheat is carried distances of 1300 miles in 
the eastern provinces for $1.67 a ton. Why 
should not Alberta coal receive a rate as low as 
eastern wheat? It is less bulky, a less perish- 
able and a more easily handled freight. If it 
Was in open steel cars as coal is carried in 
Great Britain and United States, it could be 
handled with a minimum of effort, instead of 
being carried in box cars like wheat. 

There is only one explanation for charging 
$3.90 a ton for hauling Alberta coal to western 
tidewater 600 miles as against hauling wheat 
1300 miles to eastern tidewater for $1.67 a ton. 

It is not the mountain haulage. There is no 
grade between Edson and Vancouver on the 
C.N.R. of more than one-tenth of one per cent. 
What grade there is, is downward to the coast. 
The C.N.R. has engines powerful enough to haul 
50 cars of coal in one train to the coast, with- 
Out assistance. 

The explanation is that the northern Alberta 
coal industry is being wilfully and grossly dis- 
criminated against. It has lacked governments 
and spokesmen to make effective protest against 
this discrimination. Nearly a hundred million 
dollars go out of Canada each year for the pur- 
chase of foreign coal. Most of that hundred 
million dollars could be saved to Canada—and 
to the very great benefit of Alberta—if steps 
were taken to prove the rate-discrimination 
against Alberta coal.

Mention was made of the need to secure 
radical reduction of the coal rate to inter- 
mediate points between northern Alberta and 
Vancouver as well as to tidewater. Take Chilli- 
wack for instance—that thriving country town 
in the prosperous Fraser valley, Chilliwack is 
60 miles nearer to the Alberta coal fields than 
is Vancouver. The haul is 60 miles less. 

How much less do you think the freight rate 
is on coal to Chilliwack than to Vancouver? 

Don't divide 60 into 600 and say rashly that 
it is one-tenth less, Believe it or not Mr. Ripley, 
but the coal rate to Chilliwack instead of being 
one-tenth less than the grossly exorbitant rate 
to Vancouver is 331-3 per cent higher. To 
Vancouver the rate is $3.90; to Chilliwack, 


three hours nearer on the same line, it is $5.20 
per ton 

What is the reason for making the rate to 
Chilliwack 331-3 per cent higher than the 


grossly high rate to Vancouver. Is it fear lest 
Chilliwack should buy Alberta coal? 

Don't blame the C.N.R. executives. They'd 
rejoice at lower coal rates because it would give 
them big tonnage to haul, put men at work and 
help put the C.N.R. system on a paying basis. 
There are strange politics at work on freight 
rate schedules, weirder far than the politics of 
the legislative arenas. The same influences that 
hold back progress in Alberta hold back the 
progress of the Canadian National System too.

A Day in Canadian History 
On this date, in 1885, the Cana- 


dian militia was preparing for 
the battle at Batoche which 
ended the temporary power of 


Louis Riel and Gabriel Dumont. 

The first attack on the rebel 
stronghold on the 9th had 
resulted in what Major Boulton 
described as “a decided check.” 
The artillery had shelled the 
rebel positions; the Toronto 
Grenadiers and the 90th of Win- 
nipeg were ready for action; the 
Midlanders made a picturesque 
charge and cleared part of the 
front; but none of this forced the 
halfbreeds out of their rifle pits. 

Gunner W. Phillips of “A” Bat- 
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Mason, of the Grenadiers (after- 
wards Senator Mason)

FROM EMERGENCY TO RIOTS

INSECT PESTS, DISEASES 
Trouble insects is

where roses are grown, 
but it is less prevalent in the prairie

Generally speaking we may di- 
vide these insects into two classes 
those that suck the juices from the 
tender growth and buds and those 
that chew the foliage, etc 

Of the sucking insects the most 
troublesome will be found to be 
the aphis or green fly although it 
must not be concluded that all the 
aphis family are of the green color 
because some of them are brown 
others white, etc., but they are all 
sucking insects and will usually 
| commence their operations as 
;Soon as the young foliage begins 
to appear 

To keep them properly under 
control it follows that we must use 
an antidote early, and at frequent 


|intervals all through the growing 


season. 

The sucking insects must be 
treated with a solution that kills by 
contact, such as nicotine sulphate 
or Black Leaf 40, but only those 
insects that are actually hit with 
the solution will be destroyed, so 
it is esenntial that the spraying be 
done thoroughly, and the underside 
of the foliage must be sprayed as 
well as the upper side,
